HARVEST OF THE SEA. 

BVhon- Sponge, OroW and the Method 
of Obtaining Them. 


Justly 


Dario* the la»t twenty years or no the 
demand for sponges has grown rapidly. 

The uponge ia supposed to be properly ■ 
* product of tropical or sab-tropical 
seas, and it has a very wide distribution 
on the shore of the Atlantic, Pacific, 
and lwiiuu oceans, but for commercial 
purpose* the Mediterranean In its moot 
important habitat. It i* topnd nil 
along the eastern and southern coasts 
of that son. but the finest kinds are con- 
flood to the lA-vaut aud the whore* of 
tfyria and Tripoli. Here they grow u 
fluer, firmer, more clastic texture than 
anywhere else, for some reason not yet 
fully Understood. 

The best Medlterraueuu ftsheries, 
which used to be carried tw in a prim¬ 
itive fashion by the natives, »*uvc been 
so vigorously exploited by western vim 
and capital, that they are liegiauing to 
show sigus of exhaustion, and it is be¬ 
coming necessary to seek deeper and 
deeper waters, which means u corres¬ 
ponding increase of labor and expense. 

In former days sponges used to be got 
by naked divers or—in shollowcr waters 
—by harpooning. The boatmen, who 
were mainly dependent on money-lend¬ 
ers for their equipment, disposed of 
their catch as best they could, some¬ 
times travelling all over Europe in tw 
dor to avoid being cheated in the native 
markets ut Rhodes and elsewhere. All 
that has Ik*om (hanged, to tlieir very 

great advantage, by the introduetiou of 
diving dresses ami the organisation of 
the industry on a modern commercial 

basis. 

The sponges are found by means of* 
g peculiar spy-glass, consisting of u 
wide tube, with glass ut qpe end. which 
la held under the surface of the water, 
•o as to obviate the refraction, wh.le 
the boat proceeds over the fishing 
rround. With this glass an experienc¬ 
ed eye can detect sponges at an extraor¬ 
dinary depth ia the crystalline sea. 

Diving iu deep -waters, even with the 
dress, is most arduous and dangerous 
work. The Greeks ere the best divers 
In the world, nnd a good hand will man¬ 
age thirty fathoms OHO feet); but the 
pressure of the water is so great ut that 
depth as often to cause serious injury, 
and to shorten life. The diver, after a 
time, feels" a sensation of drowsfae**, 
and then he must regain the surface 
ns rapidly as |>o<i*jblo. A form of par¬ 
alysis is not uncommon among the men, 
and two or three per cent, die annually 
from the effects of the strain. 

Accidents alao occur through the di¬ 
ver stepping or falling suddenly off a 
qi rock into deeper water, and so 
straining his communication tube. At 
present diving maebiuos are only made 
for pumping air to a depth of thirty 
fathoms, but, owing to the depletion of 
the fisheries, new nod improved ones 
an* now being scut out from England, 
which will enable forty fathoms to be 
reached. 

Of all the strange feats which men 
perform for a livelihood or (Mr amnse- 
meut, that is surely the moat adventur¬ 
ous- -to descend 240 feet below the snr 
face of the sea. A curious fact has Been 
noticed about divers, and that is that 
they always wear their boots out at the 
toe. It shows that they do not walk 
upright, as they an* always represented 
in pictures, but bending forwunl; in 
other words, the bottom of the sen is 
not level, but a steep slope. 

The other regions in which simuge fish¬ 
ing Is carried on commercially are the 
West Indict. About the Bahama Isl¬ 
ands, Cuba, and the omimi of Florida 
there are found extenaive ground*, 
yielding abundance of sponge*, inferior, 
indeed, to those of the Mediterranean, 
but so much more easily got as to make 
fiahing profitable. 

They are obtained in comparatively 
shallow water with the aid of a backet, 
which has a glass bottom. This bucket 
is held up to the diver's fan* 'as he 
leans over the side of the boat. When 
tie sees a sponge he keep* his eye lixrd 
on it, and seises it with the hook, whkjl 
ia held in his right baud. 

It npiienrs that while some parts of 
the West Indian grounds have Iteen 
overfished, the region, as a whole, is 
very imperfectly developed. 

Wild Indian sponges are very easily 
distinguished from the Mediterranean 
varieties by their coarser texture. Tba 
cheap nnd highly Mooched articles, most¬ 
ly of small rise, which have iieen so 
common in the shop windows of late 
years, all come from that part of the
